CHICAGO'S STREET CAR STRIKE. 


The Probability of aStrike Among the Im- 
ported Men. 

Cuicaco, October 29.—The spirit of riot on 
the north side is still rampant. Yesterday 
carson Forth avenue line, near Milwaukee 
avenue, were stopped every trip by obstruc- 
tions, and great crowds thronged the sidewalks 
and intimidated passengers, but no damage 
was done, end only afew stonesthrown. Se¥- 
eral North Halsted street cars wero derailed 
during the afternoon at a point where the street 
had been torn up by pavers. The police had 
considerable trouble dispersing the crowds at 
various points along the line, and were kept 
busy all the afternoon. A number of boys 
were arrested for throwing stones at the cars, 
and two men locked up for resisting the po- 
lice. North avenue and North Halsted street 
cars were runinto the barns before dark. 
Both these lines are manned by new em- 
ployes. 

A strike by the recently imported em- 
ployees of the Yerkes street car system is 
among the possibilities. The new men held 
a very unsatisfactory conference with Presi- 
dent Yerks yesterday, and then called a meet- 
ing for Tuesday night to canvass the situation. 
Until yesterday the men who were brought 
here from Philadelphia and Kansas City dur- 
ing the big strike, took it for granted that the 
transportation to Chicago was at the expense 
of Mr. Yerks, and that the board furnished in 
the barracks by the company was to be ob- 
tained on a similar basis. Saturday 200 new 
hands were paid for the first time, and found 
that the fare to Chicago and board from the 
time of their arrival here had been deducted. 
In addition each new man was asked to sign a 
contract agreeing to work for $2.a day less than 
the old men are working for. Only a few 
men signed @he contract. An unexplained 
feature of the affair is the fact that all old em- 
ployes, many of whom have been out of work 
since the strike, are all under orders to report

The re- 
opening of the saw mills will give employment 
toa good many. Ata citizen’s meeting today, 
which was largely attended, a report was 
made by the committee appointed to devise a 
plan of action with memorial to Colonel J. J. 
Daniel. They suggested that an organization 
be affected as provided by the incorporation of 
benevolent institutions. It was decided to 
call the organization ‘Daniel Memorial assso- 
ciation.’’ The affairs of the association are to 
be managed by twenty-five trustees, who haye 
the option of adding to their number as they 
deem necessary. What form the association 
Shall: ; assume has not been deter- 
mined, and the decision will be left 
to prevail among the members towards it. The 
secretary was authorized to receive contribu- 
tions until a permanent organization is effected. 
Rations were distributed last week to 7,543 
persons, including those in the country. Total 
contributious received today is $2,114. Here- 
after the finance committee will prepare a 
weekly statement of the disbursements and 
receipts for the information of the public. No 
more free transportation will be provided citi- 
zens who are too poor to pay, and who may de- 
sire to go away, as Camp Mitchell now fur- 
nishes a place of refuge from this infected 
locality. Dr. Posey. representative of the 
United States marine hospital _ ser- 
vice, stationed at Enterprise, telegraphs 
that he had seventeen cases and two deaths 
there during the past twenty-four hours. Dr.

No Fever in Baldwin. } 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., October 29.—W. W. 
Raley, master of transportation of the Florida 
Railway and Navigation company, wires from 
Baldwin tonight as follows: ‘‘Have had no 
case of yellow fever here up to this. moment. 
No place in the United States can show better 
health. No sickness of any kind since August 
8th. Reports of yellow fever here do us a 
great injustice, and much realharm. Gaines- 
ville reports no casés of fever today, and no 
deaths. The authorities have asked the gov- 
ernment to send an agent there and take full 
charge. The present surgeon, Martin, has 
been ordered to report at Live Oak, where the 
fever is said to have broken out.”’

IT IS UNCONSTITUTIONAL, 


That Is, the Law Imposing a License Tax 
on Drummers. 


WASHINGTON, October 29.—In an opinion 
rendered by Justice Bradley in the drummer 
tax case of William G. Asher vs. the State of 
Texas, the supreme court of the United States 
today declared unconstitutional all state laws 
imposing a license tax upon commercial tray- 
elers not residents of the state imposing the 
tax. Asher was a resident of New Orleans, 
and while selling goods by samplein Texas, 
was arrested and fined for violation of the state 
law making it a misdemeanor for any person 
to do business as a commercial traveler with- 
out first having taken out an occupation tax. 
Asher contested the constitutionality of this 
statute, taking the ground that it was repug- 
nant to the clause of the constitution giving 
congress the conclusive right to regu- 
late the interstate commerce. he 
state court decided against him. Asher ap- 
pealed to the supreme court, which today gave 
a decision in his favor. The court, in its opin- 
ion, says thatit sees no difference between 
this and tne Robbins, Tennessee, case, in 
which the state law was held to be unconstitu- 
tional. As tothe contention of the authorities 
of Texasthat the decision of the supreme 
court in the Robbins case was in conflict with 
prior decisions of the court, Justice Bradley 
very decidedly says that even were this true, 
the court has always supposed that the latter 
decision has the effect of overruling a prior 
decision with which it may not be in harmony. 
The court then says: ‘‘We do not propose to 
enter into a renewed diseussion of the matter 
at this time.” 

Court reversed judgment on state court with 
costs and remanded case with instructions to 
s charge plaintiff in error from imprisonment.

Senators conducted the emperor from Brooks 
bridge to the site of the structure which is to 
commemorate thf inclusion of the city in the 
customs union. Dr. Versman tendered the 
thanks of the senate, and Burgomaster ac- 
knowledgement of the inhabitants of 
the city for the emperor's pres. 
ence. The emperor then took 
a trowel and mallet and spread mortar over 
the stone, tapped the stone and said, “For 
God’s honor, for God of the fatherland and for 
the welfare of Hamburg.’’ After Von Moltke, 
Herr Peterson and Herr Von Boetticher had 
made speeches, the emperor steamed through 
the eustoms canal and the upper harbor canal 
to the new Elbe bridge, and inspected fo 
and after the visit to the bridge and principal 
ship building yards and docks on the river, the 
emperor disembarked at St. Paul's landing, 
and drove to Jenisch palace and thence te 
Kunethall, where a banjuet was givenin his 
honor. After the banquet and fireworks, the 
imperial party drove to the railway station. 
Dense crowds of people cheered him until 
the train started. aunt Von Moltke through- 
out the day was an object 
special attention. The streets were almost 
impassable. The emperor arrived at Fred- 
ericksruge at 8 o’clock. The town was deco. 
rated with flags and illuminated in honor of 
the emperor, the fire brigade following the 
guard of honor, and Bismarck was waiting at 
the station. The emperor greeted Prince Bis- 
marck most heartily, repeatedly shaking hands 
with him. They drove to the castle during a 
heavy rain and amid the ringing cheers of 
thousands.

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FATALLY WOUNDED. 


Shooting in a Disreputable House in Savan- 
nah. 
October 29.—[Special.j— 


SAVANNAH, Ga., 


| Joe Golston, a Greek, was shot and fatally 


| wounded by Harmon Cohen, in a quarre! at 


the house of J?nnie Payné, alias Fuicher, a 
disreputable white woman on Ann street, four 
doors north of Harrison, last night.. Jennie is 
the wife of a boatman now on the river, and is 
also said to be the undivorced mate of Won 
Long, a Chinese merchant, with whom she 
lived in Augusta and Waynesboro. She has 
figured conspicuously in a pumber of small 
riots since her arrival in Savannah about tliree 
years ago. During that time two men have 
been shot in altercations about her, and a 
number of pugilistic encounters have occurred 
between her numerous lovers. Jealousy was 
the cause of the probable murder. Colston, 
Nolan and the homicide, Cohen, were drinking 
with Jennie. Three quarts of mean liquor 
were put away. After finishing upthe whisky, 
the quaftette adjourned from the kitchen to 
the front room, which is used as a parlor and 
bedroom. A few moments later, according to 
the statements of those present, Colston said 
to Cohen: “You must not talk with Jennie. 
Payne,”’ Cohen replied: “I will talk to her if she 
allows me to doso,’’ This angered Colston and, 
jumping up, he pulled off his coat, and vest, 
exclaiming: ‘‘By God, you won't,” and at 
the same time drawing @ butcher's knife, about 
twenty inches long, from his pants. Makinga 
jump, he eut Cohon’s eoat. The latter 
asked him if he meant to cut him. “Yes,” 
replied Colston. Cohen then drew his revol- 
ver. Two bullets were fred, one striking the 
Greek in the side between the two last ribs 
and passing downward entered the liver, and 
the other lodging in the wall. Assoonas he 
realized that hehad been shot,Colston jumped 
through the widow into Ann street, closely 
followed by Jennie and Nolan. The woman 
ran to the corner Harrison street, where she 
yeiled: ‘‘D—n it, let them shoot, I am out of 
the way now!” ; 

News was not received at the barracks of the 
shootiug until after midnight. Sergeant Kil- 


to arrest Cohen, They found him concealed 
under the house of Mamie Mordecai, adjoining 
Jennie Payne's residence. When arrested the 
pistol was stil] iu his possession. 
At the mayer’s court this morning, Cohen 
testified that he had shot in self defense, as 
already stated. His testimony was taken down 
by City Clerk Frank R. Ebera, as well as that 
of the other witnesses, Jennie Payne, Annie 
Mordecai, A. T. Allen and the officers, which 
simply served to corroborate the prisoner’s 
statements. Cohen was committed to await 
the results of the wound.

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OLD AND BEAUTIFUL. 


A Counterpane That Waa Weven Seventy- 
Five Years Age. ~*~ 
From the West Point, Ga., Alliance. 

While visiting Misses Aritha and Arminda 
Mitchell last Sunday we had the pleasure of 
Insvecting several quaint and curious speci- 
mens of work wrought by their mother, Mrs. 
Annie Mitchell during the first year of her 
married life, in 1812 and 1813. ‘The prettiest 
specimen presented was a counterpane, which 
required twelve long, weary months to com- 
plete. The cotton of which this beautiful 
jiece of work was made was picked by Mrs. 
Mitchell and her lusband, Robert Mitchell, 
during the fal) of 1812, during the honeymoon 
of the then young newly married couple. The 
seed was picked from the cotton as they sat by 
the fireside during the long winter nights, and 
planned and mapped oat a programme 
which they hope would bring happi- 
ness, peace and poetgscy f and well 
must their plans have been Jaid for they lived 
long and happily together, and before crossing 
over the river to rest, saw their children grow 
to manhood and womanhocd, and take their 
places as true men and women; butto the sub- 
ject. After the cotton was separated from the 
seed, the young wife brought out her little 
‘spinning jenny,” and as her and her husband 
talked, or he read to her,she transformed the 
cotton into smooth thread, and. carefully 
spooled it for the work before her. After a 
sufficient quantity had been prepared—and it 
tooR many months to accomplish her task— 
irs. Mitchell brought the old loom that her 
mother had given her into service; and in a 
short time the cloth was ready for the finish- 
ing touches. Turkey-red and indigo thread 
was tien prepared by the dyeing process, the 
counterpane aid oil into beauti- 
ful designs and the tedious work 
ef embroidering commenced. In June, 
1813, the beautifal piece of work was com- 
pleted. Soon after the work of embroidering 
was commenced Mrs. Mitchell was stricken 
With disease, and for twelve months was not 
able to sit up except as she was propped in her 
bed, but her nimble fingers were kept busy, 
and finally the greatest piece of artistic needle 
work of that day and time was ready for in- 
spection. And we can truthfully say that, 
though three-quarters of a gentary has passed 
since this Counterpane firat/fnet the wondering 
gaze of Mrs Mitchell’s friends, it is still beau- 
| tiful, and the clear color of the embroidery 

looks as bright as though they had but re-

THE JURY'S WORK. 

It Requires Five Ballots—How the Jurors 
Stood—An Investigation. 

Crape upon the door! 

A long string of heavy black crape, without 
the usual knot of white ribbon to relieve the 
monotony. of blackness and darkness, was 
swinging from the doorknob of Frank Bliley’s 
undertaking shop last night. 

Mr. Bliley was foreman of the Eddleman 
jury. 

Just now that jury is receiving more atten- 
tion in Fulton county than the presidential 
eleciiou, and the jurors are being discussed 
more than any other men upon the top side of 
tho round world. . 

The verdict which the twelve men rendered 
yesterday morning,is the cause of the discus- 
Bll. 

That verdict will long be remembered. 

It isnot for Tax ConsTITUTION to condemn 
or approve the decision of the jury but to tell 
the result of the work. 

And here it is: 

HOW IT WAS RECEIVED. 

The verdict caused the greatest amount of 
gossip when it became known, and throughout 
the day nothing else was discussed. In theo 
hotels, upon the streets, in the shops and on 
the floors of the business houses the Eddleman 
Verdict was debated. 

Some indorsed the verdict, others cid not. 

On eyery hands desiro to know how the 
Verdict was obtained was manifested. 

How did the jury stand on the first ballots? 

How maiiy ballots were had? 

When was tho verdict made ? 

Was the jury tampered with? 

These were the leading questions thrown 
Out by every one, and this morning Tur Con- 
STITUTION gives the public a truthful and ac- 
curate answer to all, but the lastone.

I[t ain’t Sunday, as 
you all know, and if you are ready we will 
have another vote.”’ 

The jurors fell in line, and the third ballot 
was taken. It showed that Sunday’s rest or 
Sunday’s confinement had made two changes. 
The changes were both in the prisoner’s favor, 
and gave him nine votes, leaving two for man- 
slaughter.

remained there, and with a jury of nine to 
hree, Eddleman arose from his couch in jail. 
The yote was quite satisfactory to those who 
were for the prisoner’s acquittal and showed

The meal was axgood one—just such as the 
Metropolitan always gives juries; and was ¢n- 
joyed—just as hungry jurors always cnjoy a 
good meal.

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Reading the Straws. 

In all the guessing and speciating on the 
vote in New York, the World has hit upon 
the most interesting plan for catching, classi- 
fying and reading the straws that float on 
the wind. An Interviewing corps was OF- 
ganized and sent out upon the streets to 
take the preferences of repwesentative sec- 
tions of the population. 

The result, as far as the nationai ticket is 
concerned, is summed up as follows: 

The only significance in such a canvass of course 
"tes in the changes, and in the predilections of tlie 
new yoters. Of 4.314 citizens interviewed, 422, or 
nearly 10 per cent,-will vote differently from what 
they did four yearsago. Of these, 293 are changes 
from Blaine to Cleveland and 159 from Cleveland to 
Harrisou—an apparent gain of 104 tor the democrats. 
About } in 15 of the total number, or 204, will cast 
their first vote at this election. Of these, 198 ex 
pressed a purpose to vole for Cleveland, against 6 
for Harrisen. 

The World remarks that this Is not con- 
clusive, but indicative, so far as it goes, 
which is to say.(hat Cieveland’s chances are 
the best. 

The Herald, after vigorous warning two 
weeks ago, secms inclined now to a lore 
hopeful view of the election. 

Chester S. Lord, managing editor of the 
Sun, says, in reply to an inquiry from the 
Boston Globe: 

I think that the election in New York state wil 
be very close, but tbat the chances favor Harrison s 
carrying it by about seven thousand plurality, Con- 
necticut acts as though it would give a republican 
plurality. New Jersey, democratic; Indiana, close, 
with the chances in favor of the democrats. 

Editor Godkin, of the Evening Post, 
says: 

S06 many uncertain elements enter into the calcn- 
lations in this state that I don’t think any one’s 
prediction as to the result is worth much, But the 
clanecs, as fur as one can Judge, seemin President 
Cleveland's favor.

‘The Bloody ‘Shirt Resort. 

The bloody shirt will be made the most 
eonspicious feature of the close of the pend- 
ing campaign. It will be waved this week 
with all the fury that the republican press 
and management can muster, and we may 
look to a repetition of the bloody shirt cam- 
paign of four years ago. 

When Mr. Blaine began his campaign for 
the presidency he based his race on the high 


groun of statesmanship; but he soon saw. 


that he could not shoulder the sins of the 
republican party, and that he must either 
go down with it or change his policy, by ap- 
pealing to the passions, the prejudices and 
the corruption which formed the foundation 
on which rested the bope of republican suc- 
cess, 

With defeat staring himin the face he 
raised the bloody shirt, and staked all hope 
of election on the degree of animosity which 
he could incite against the south. He sunk 
all other issues to the bloody shirt, and pur- 
sned his policy against the south with un- 
abated bitterness. Instead of helping Mr. 
Blaine this injured him, and to his attitude 
against the south can be attributed, as much 
as to anything else, the direct cause of his 
defeat. 

The republican campaign of this year is, 
in this respect, very similar to that of four 
years ago.

A RAILROAD MAN’S OPINION OF THE 
ATLANTA AND FLORIDA. 


Its Extension to Brunswick an Absolute 
Necessity—A Palace Car Combtnation— 
Gossip and News of General Interest. 


Will the Kansas City, Fort Scott and Mem- 
phis build to Atlanta? is still a leading and 
important question with those who are inter- 
ested in the railroad! future of Atlanta. 

As THE Constitution has already stated, 
there is not only a possibility, but a strong 
probability that the magnificent system, of | 
which the Kansas City, Fort Scott and Mem- 
phis and the line to Birmingham, is an impor- 
tant feeder, building to this city. 

Said a prominent railroad man yesterday: 

“Tue ConstiruTion is quite right in saying, 
asit did yesterday, that the question of ex- 
tending the Kansas City, Fort Scott and 
Memphis road to Atlanta from Birmingham is

full of interest to our people. This is a very 
important road, and is backed by a wealthy 
and liberal company. It is certain that this 
road will be extended to Atlanta, provided the 
Atlanta and Florida road is completed to 
Brunswick, so s not only to give Atlanta a 
free outlet tothe sea, but also allowing the 
Kansas City, Fort Scott and Memphis the 
same outlet. I know the latter road is anxious 
to come to Atlanta and make the connection 
I speak of, but they will not come to Atlanta 
to be bottled up here by the Terminal combi- 
nation.’’ 

“Then you consider the extension of the 
Atiauta and Florida to Brunswick a very im- 
portant matter ?”’ é 

“IT do, most assuredly. Whenever this is 
done, Atlanta, in the Kansas City, Fort Scott 
and Memphis road, would have another direct 
route to the great western markets, and get 
the control of an enormous additional amount 
of trattic and travel from that direction.’’ 

‘*There are other important roads ?’’ 

“Certainly. THE CONSTITUTION, time and 
time again, has demonstrated the immense 
importance of the Marietta and North Georgia 
to Atlanta, with its extension north and south, 
but it would profit us little without the com- 
pletion of the Atlanta and Florida to Bruns- 
wick, the natural continuous outlet of the 
Marietta and North Georgia to the sea. 

““With|the Statefroad|kept intact,free from all 
alien control, the Marietta and North Georgia 
extended east via Knoxville and Bristol, and 
to Atlanta, and the Kansas City, Fort Scott 
and Memphis brought to Atlanta and these 
great lines connected with the Atlanta and 
Florida, what a magnificent system of roads 
would be tributary to the interests of Atlanta, 
making her the greatest and niost independent 
center of traftic and travel In all the south.’’ 

‘You have certainly figured out a strong 
situation for Atlanta.’’ SafS 

‘*Not a line stronger that the facts warrant. 
But every sensible man will at once see that it 
depends, after all,on the completion of the 
Atlanta and Florida road to Brunswick, and a 
prudent policy by the legislature in regard to 
the fate of the State road. The opening of the 
Atlanta and Florida tothe sea at Brunswick 
is the solution of the problem. On this hinges 
the question which most concerns the city of 
Atlanta.”’ 

: The Judgment Affirmed. 

WASHINGTON, October 29.—The supreme 
court today aflirmed the judgment of the supreme 
court of the state of Georgia in the case of the Geor- 
gia Railroad and Banking company, plaintiff in 
error, vs. the railroad commissioners of Georgia. 

The railroad commissioners, by the authority of 
the state legislature, prescribed what should be rea- 
sonable and just rates of transportation, and the 
railroad company brought an action against them, 
Claiming that the rates established constituted an 
impairment of the contract between the state and 
the company, its charter, granted in 1868, 
having given it the exclusive right of 
transportation over roads it might 
construct, provided its transpo. tation 
charzes did not exceed certain fixed ra:es. The 
supreme court, in an opinion by Justice Field, says 
“that the reserved right of the state to regulate 
the charge by common carriers cannot be taken 
away except by a contract expressed in clear and 
unequivocal language. The charier of the com- 
pany, the court holds, simply provides that the 
company shall have exclusive right to carry passen- 
gers aud merchandise over its road so long us the 
maximum rates specified are not exceeded. It con- 
tains no stipulation nor is any implied as to any 
future acticn of the legislature. 

“Ifthe exclusive right remains undisturbed there 

n be no just ground of complaint that other 

mitations than these expressed are placed upon 
charges authorized. it would require much clearer 
language than this to egies the court in holding 
that, notwithstanding the altered conditions of the 
country in the future, the legislature had contracted 
that the company might charge for the trans- 
portation of persons and prepeny over its line for all { 
time, up to the limits there designated.” 

The Louisville-Cincinnati Rivalry. 

The International Traffic association met 
in St. Louis Friday for the first time since its organ- 
ization out of the Texas Traffic association. The 
session promises to last several days. A committee 
consisting of three general managers was appointed 
to arrange the much vexed question ot the €incin- 
nati and Louisville differential, which has been a 
dirturbing factor in soutbeastern rates as well as in 
Texas business. 

Cincinnati insists on the same rate that Louisyille 
gets tothe southeast and to Texas. a proposition 
opposed by the latter city, and both places want to 
wipe out their differential rates in St. Louis and 
Texas busipess. Thetrouble at El Paso over the in- 
ternational rates was ilso taken up.

“What do you tlink of Villard’s return to pros- 
perity?”’ 

“Villard and his golden spike cost me £400,000. 
He isa magnetic man. He got $40,000,000 and 
thought that would pull him through, but when he 
retired from the Northern Pacific he was $20,000,000 
in debt. He will do better this time, because he ig 
like the man who was kicked by the mule.
